Mississippi Conference.—A mission was 
established by this conference at its last 
session, among the Choctaw Indians. A mis- 
sionary was also appointed to New-Orleans, 
who writes that there were about thirty 
white and sixty coloured members in soci- 
ety in that place, ‘and that they are now 
erecting a meeting-house. 

From the Pensacola mission the mana- 
gers have received a very encouraging ac- 
count from the Rev. Mr. Cock, the mission- 
ary, who it seems has extended his labours 
to Mobile, and to several destitute neizh- 
bourhoods along the Escambe river. St. 
Augustine, to which a missionary was con- 
tinued last year, is now in the list of regular 
appointments attached to the South Cuaroli- 
na Conference. 

South Carolina Conference.--Many of 
those heretofore denominated missionary 
stations in the bounds of this conference, 
are now numbered among the regular sta- 
tions of the conference ; so successful have 
beén the labours of the missionaries in these 
newly formed societies in planting the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ. Others, however, 
have been added, and some of the old ones 
retained. 

These are all the missionary stations 
which have come to the knowledge of the 
board. And it is certainly no small cause 
of encouragement that s0 many have been 
struck from the list of missionary stations, 
not as being abandoned to their former 
wretchedness, but as having so well suc- 
ceeded as no longer to need the aid of mnis- 
sionary funds for their support. 

The whole number of auxiliary and branch 
societies connected with the parent institu- 
tion is ninety-four ; and the managers ex- 
press a hope that the additional calls for 
missionary labours will tend greatly to mul- 
tiply their numbers.

In giving insertion to the following stanzas, which, 
besides the interest they derive from the occasion 
for which they were composed, are recommend ed 
by a good degree of poetic merit, we cannot refrain 
from a few remarks, surgested by their title, and by 
one prominent feature of their character. 

The name we object to, because we believe that, 
since the night on which our Saviour instituted the 
sacramental supper, all Christendom have attached 
to the word hymn the idea of a devotional ode 5 of 
an exclusively, and truly, religious and Christian 
character. We doubt if it can be said that such is 
precisely the nature of the hymn before us. 

But there is another consideration. The writer 
speaks of the illustrious field where our forefathers 
first laid the foundations of our gepublic, asa“ holy

spot,” and compares that eminence with the places 
of old sanctified by the visible presence of Jehovah, 
and denominated holy by his own unerring word. 


In adopting, as poets are wovt, the language of 


heathen mythology, with the rules and ornaments 
of heathen poetry, Burker Hill might, under other 
circumstances, and with other similies, have been 
denominated a holy spot, without reprehension ; but 
to compare any field of mere military achievements 
with the place where the A!lmighty said “ put off 
thy shoes, for the place whereon thou standest is 
holy,’—or any hill with the mount of God,ewhich 
_ whosoever touched should be put to death, we can- 
not esteem otherwise than entirely unbecoming the 
age in which we live, and the name by which we are 
called. 
ld Hundred.” 
O, is not this a holy spot! 
'Tis the high place of Freedom's birth :— 
God of our fathers ! is it not 
The holiest spot of all the earth ?

SCENES IN PALESTINE. 
JERUSALEM. 
(Continued ) 

The confined situation of the city is re- 
deemed by the magnificent view many parts 
of it command of the Dead Sea, and the high 
mountains of Arabia Petrza, forming its 
eastern shore. This view is towards the 
southeast, over the valley, between the hilis 
of Judgment.and those adjoining Olivet. 

The strong and commanding position of 
Mount Zion could have been the only rea- 
son for fixing the capital of Judza in so ex- 
traordinary and inconvepient a ‘Situation, 
Very many parts of the coast and the inte- 
rior afford a more favourable site in point of 
beauty and fertility, or for the purposes of 
commerce. Thecity, of old, was often 
subject toa scarcity of water, the fountain 
of Siloam, and another on the east side. 
with the br 
supplies without. the walls ; but the latter 
probably possessed little or no water during 
the summer heats. It was reckoned as a 
memorable act in one of the kings, that he 
made a pool and a conduit, which are still 
called Hezekiah’s, and are at the end of the 
eastern valley. The whole compass of the 
ancient city according to Josephus,was only 
thirty-three furlongs, so that an extension 
of half a mile along the plain of Jeremiah to 
the north, would give it its ancient size, and 
in a great measure, it is probable, its an- 
cient position. The present circumference

is, no doubt, correctly stated by Maundrell,

tinctly states ‘* the old wall went southward, 
baviog its bending above the fountain Silo- 


am,” and this fountain in the side of Zion is 
not far without the present wall.

the historian says, ‘‘ the old wall extended 
northward to a great length, and passed by 
the sepulchral caverns of the kings,” which 
averns, or tombs of the kings,are now above

valleys which divide the interior of the old 


be distinguished, were, no doubt, much 
loftier formerly, or else the hollows beneath 
have been partly filled up. Che latter, it is 
very probable hus been the case. ** These 
hills,” the history observes, * are surround: 
ed by deep valleys, and by reason of the 
precipices belonging to.them on both sides, 
they are every where impassable.”? This 
description does not apply to the present ap- 
pearance of either; no precipices, eithér 
steep or difficult, existing. 

But, although the size of Jerusalem was 
not extensive, its very situation on the brink 
‘of rugged hills, encircled by deep and wild 
valleys, bounded by eminenres whose sides 
were covered with groves and gardens, add- 
ed to its numerous towers and temple, must 
have given it a singular and gloomy magni- 
ficence, scarcely possessed by any other 
city iu the world. 

The most pleasing feature in the scenery 
around the city is the valley of Jehoshaphat. 
Passing out of the gate of 5t. Stephen, you 
descend the hill tothe torrent of the Ke- 
dron; a bridge leads over its diy and deep 
bed; it must have been a very narrow, 
though in winter a rapid stream. On the 
left is agrotto, handsomely fitted up, and 
called the tomb ofthe Virgin Mary, though 
itis well known she orither died nor was 
buried near Jerusalem. Being surprised, 
however, on the hills by a long and heavy 
shower of rain, we were glad to take shel- 
ter beneath the doorway of this grotto. 








GETHSEMANE. 

A few steps beyond the Kedron, you 
come to the garden of Gethsemane, of all 
| gardens the most interesting and hallowed, 
but how neglected and decayed !—It is sur- 
rounded by a kind ot low hedge, but the 
soil is bare, no veidure grows on it, save 
six fine venerable olive trees, which have 
| stood here for many centuries. ‘I his spot 
| is atthe foot of Olivet, and is beautifully 
situated ; you look up and down the ro- 
mantic valley; close behind rises the 
mountain ; before you are the walls of the 
devoted city.—Wuile lingering here, at 
evening, and solitary, for it is not often a 
footstep passes by, that night of sorrow and 
dismay rushes on the imagination, when the 
Redeemer was betrayed, and forsaken, by 
all, even by the loved disciple. Hence, 
the path winds up the Mount of Olives : it 
is a beautiful hill ; the words of the Psalm- 
ist, * the mountains around Jerusalem,” 
must not be literally applied, as none are 
within view, save those of Arabia.—It is 
verdant, and covered in some parts with 
olive trees. From the summit you enjoy an 
admirable view of the city: it is beneath, 
and very near ; and looks, with tts valleys 
around it, exactly like apanorama.. Its no 
ble temple of Omar, and large area planted 
with palms : its narrow streets, :uinous pa- 
laces, and towers, are all laid out before 
you. On the summit are the remains of a 
church built by the Empress Helena; and 
in a small edifice, cont.uning one large and 
lofty apartment, is shown the print of the 
last footstep of Christ, when he took his 
leave of earth.— The Fathers should have 
placed it nearer to Bethany, in order to 
accord with the account give: us in Scrip- 
ture ; but it answers the purpose of draw 
ing crowds of pilgrims to the spo:. De- 
scending Olivet to the narrow valley of Je 
hoshaphat, you so ncome to the pillar of 
Absalom ; it kas a very antique appear- 
ance, and is a pleasing object in the valley ; 
it is of a yellow stone, adorned with half 
columns, formed into three stages, and ter- 
minates in a cupola. 

The tomb of Zacharias, adjoining, is 
square, with four ortive pillars, and ts cut 
out of the rock. Near these is a sort of 
grotto, hewn out of an elevated part of the 
rock, with four pillars in front, which is said 
to have been the apostle’s prison at the ime 
they were confined by the rulers. The 
small and wretched village of Silva is built 
on the rugged sides of the hill above ; and 
just here the valleys of Hinnom and Jeho- 
shaphat meet, at the south-east co:ner of 
Mount Zion ; they are both sprinkled with 
olive trees. Over the ravine of Hinnom, 
and directly opposite the city, is the Mount 
of Judgment, or of Evil Counsel ; because 
there, they say*the rulers took counsel 
against Christ, and the palace of Caiaphas 
stood, [tis abroad and barren hill, » itnout 
any of the picturesque beauty of Olivet, 
though lofiier. On its side is pointed out 
the Aceldama, or field where Judas hung 
himself; a small and rude edifice stands on 
it, and it is used as a burying place. 

VALLEY OF HINNOM. 

But the most interesting portion of this 
hill, is where its rocks descend p recipitous- 
ly into the valley of Hinnom, and are min- 
gled with may astrugglingolive tree. Ail 
these rocks are hewn into sepulchres of 
various forms and sizes; no doubt they 
were the tombs of the ancient Jews, and 
are in general cut with considerable care 
and skill. They are often the resting place 
of the benighted passenger.—Sume of them 
open into inner apartments, and are pro- 
vided with small windows or apertures cut 
inthe rock. There is none of the dark- 
ness or sadness of the tomb ; but in many, 
so elevated and picturesque is the situation, 
that a traveller may pass hours here with a 
book in his hand, while valley and hill are 
beneath and around him. Before the door 
of one large sepulchre stood atree on the 
brink of the rock ; the sun was going down

brated traveller would fix the site of the 
holy sepulchies it ts certainly more ger 
esque, but why more just, is hard to con- 
ceive; since thy words of Scripture do not 
allow the, identity of the sacred tomb to any 
particular apot, and tradition on #9 memora- 
ble occasion could hardly ery. The Fa- 
thers deotare, it lung since became absolute- 
ly necessary to cover the native rock with 
marble,in order to prevent pilgrims fiom 
destroying it, io their zeal to carry off pie- 
es to their homes ; and on this point their 
relation may, one would suppose, be be- 
heved. 

The valley of Hinnom now turns to the 
west of the city, and extends rather beyond 
the north walls here the plain of Jeremiah 
commences, and 1s the best wooded tract in 
the whole neighbourhood. La this direc- 
tion, but farther on, the historian of the 
siege speaks ** of a tower, that afforded a 
prospect of Arabia at sunrising, and of the 
ulmostdimits of the Hebrew possessions at 
the sea westwad.” The former is sill 
enjoyed from the city ; but the latter could 
only be had at a much greater distance 
north, where there is no huillin front. Above 
half a mile from the wall, are the tombs of 
the .ings. In the midst of a hollow, rocky 
and adorned with a few trees, is the en- 
trance; von then Sal a large apartment, 
ibove fifty feet long, at the side ef which a 
low door, over which is a beautiful frieze, 
leads into a series of small chambers, in the 
walls of which are several deep recesses, 
hewn out of the rock, of the size of the hu- 
man body. There are six or seven of these 
low and dark apa tments, one or two ol 
which are adorned with vine leaves and 
clusters of grapes. Many parts of the stone 
coffins, beautifully ornamented in the Sar- 
acenic manner, are s'rewed on the floor ; it 
should seem that some hand of ravage had 
sroken them to.pieces, with the view of 





finding something valaable within. The se- 
pulchres of the Judges, so called, are situat- 
ed in a wild spot about two miles from the 
city. They will bear much resemblan:e to 
those of the kings, but are not so handsome 
or spacious. 





NEW MEXICO. 

A man belonging to an expedition fitted 
out for trading to Santa Fe, from St Louis, 
arrived here afew days since, by ‘he way 
of Chivahua, Durango and Saltillo, across 
the Rio Grand: del Norte, by St. Antonio, 
to Nacogdoches. 

He |-fi Santa Fe, in August last, and states 
that the trade to that conntry is lucrative 
and the inhabitants friendly to the Ameri- 
cans. Wheat, hestates, is raised in great 
ibundance on the Rio del Norte, aod trans- 
ported on mules to Guaymis, and other 
ports on :he east side of the Gulf of Cah- 
fornia, from whence it is shipped in ex- 
change for Silk, Tea and Sugar, to China 
and India. 

West of Santa Fe, a nation of Indians have 
settled down in a state of civilization. They 
manufacture cloth, and various implements 
of husban'ry and war, for the supply of 
their neighbours. ‘They were not long 
since at war with the intendency of Santa 
Fe, on account of the perfidy of the com- 
mander under whom they served in an ex® 
pedition against the royalists’ near Durango. 
Fifteen of their chiefs had heen murdered, 
and they abandoned the republican cause 
for a time. 

The new government has been complete- 
ly established and the condition of the coun 
try much improved. 

Tous. isthe first town met with on the 
route from St. Lovis,to Santa Fe, and con 
tains 4 or 5,000 inhabitants. ft is 80 miles 
from Tous to Santa Fe, through a cultivat- 
ed country. Santa Fe contains about 
9.000 inhabitants, has some trade but no 
manufactures. There is a silver mine in 








its vicinity. One hundred miles further 
south is Alhuquerque,a town of some im- 
portance, the next place of note is the pass 
del Norte, 500 miles north of Chiuahua. In- 
termediately the country is inhabited and 
well cultivat d. 

Chiuahua, is a large city, containing about 
30,000 inhabitants, and situated about 400 
miles north of Durango.—NVatchitoches Cou.

In the assurance that every citizen must 
feela deep interest iv the provress of an 
undertaking of so much importance to the 
city, we now copy the latest information 
yet offered, in relation to the e-tablishment 
and present condition of tie House of Re- 
Suge for Juvenile Delinquents. 
We cannot but anticipate the happiest re- 
sults, from this experiment, in both philan- 
thropy and judicial retribution :—and, so 
far, these anticipations seem tully justified 
by experience. 
We are happy (sayg the Editor of the 
‘Daity Advertiser, ) to be able :o give an ac- 
count of the su@cess which has attendedt e 
foundation and progress of the Jivenile pii- 
son in this city. The Society began their 
operations on the first of January ‘ast ; and 
from a brief report they have recently made 
| in the form of 4 circular, there is every 

reason to be highly gratifi d at the result. 
No unexpected difficulties have yet pre- 
sented themselves, but experience convinces 
the managers more and more that its bene- 
fits will he great and permanent. The ad- 
vantages of a system which turns the steps 
of youth and children from the ways of vice 
to that of virtue, are too easily appreciated 
to require any explanation ; the practica-

The Di-trict Attorney, the Justiceg of the 
Police Office, and the Judzes of our Crimi- 
nul Courts have remarked, that since ithe 


opening of the House of Refuge. the Javet 


nile Delinquents arrotgned before them,hay 
been reduced nearly one half. 

Of the sixty children of both sexes, who 
were confined in our Penitentiary for vati- 
ous crimes, not one remains ; all of them 
having been discharged by expiration of 
treir sentences ; and it ia to be hoped that 
in fature, nomore children will be sent to. 
and confined in our prisons, to mingle with 
the vicious and to be instracted in crimes 
by the old, experienced, and hardened 
convicts. 

The Soriety has under its care at this 
time thirty-five boys and eleven girls; who 
have been taken from the vilest part of the 
population of this city, and the most of 
whom, though under twelve years of age, 
have been convicted of some crime. 

The children are now placed to a sitaa 
tion where there is not mptation to vice ; 
where they will learn reading, writing, and 
irithmetic; where they will receive moral 
instruction ; learn some useful trade; and 
where, instead of being left to prey on the 
public, they will be fitted to become yvalua- 
ble members of society. 

From the general Government, the soci- 
ety have obtained on favourable terms, the 
extensive walls and buildings attached to the 
United States Arsenal, at the intersection 
of the old Boston and Bloomingdale roads, 
ind fromthe Corporation they have receiv 
ed : lease of the ground. so long as it shall 
be occupied for a House of Refuge, or Juve- 
nile prison. 

The necessary alterations, however, to 
make this establis::ment a suttable place fo: 
the reception of ch ldren, have been attend 
ed with heavy expenses. Still the Mana- 
vers Of this lnstitation nave become so sa is 
fied of its importance, that they are about 
to erect within the walls, a large additional 
stone building, with sepsrate dormitories 
for each child, on a plan somewhat resem- 
bi:ng the State Prison at Auburn, and which 
will enable them to receive about one hun- 
dred and fifty more children. They are 
fully aware that the expenses of this esta- 
blisiment will be great, far beyond their 
p esent means; bat believing that insti 
tions which so obviously « ontribut. to the 
general goud, will ever be bberally suppor 
ed. they feel confident that the public have 
onl to be convine: dof the value of a House 
of R fuge for Juvenile Delinquents, to -us 
iam them in any expe diture tial may be 
essentially requisite tothe completion of the 
important concern in which they haye em 
barked. The subscribers and the ,publi

A VISIT TO THE HOUSE OF REFUGE. 
To the Editors of the Daily Advertiser. 


While the warning voice of time admv- 
nishes an old man, fast approaching the al- 
lotted ter 4 of humin existence, of the pro- 


{ priety of receding fiom the active duties of 


society,, still it ts pleasant to witness the 
progress of the many new and’ benevolent 
institutions which yearly rise and distin- 
uish his highly favoured native city.— 
Among others, none promises more effect- 


and immorality, among depraved? off-cast 
youths, than the recently established House 
of Refuge. 

OwS ‘tarday afternoon, your correspond- 
ent visited the House of Refuge, or. as it 
may wellbe styled, the House of Reforma- 
tion. lt was a fortunate moment. Every 
thing was inorder, the Institution having 
heen visited the same day by the Court of 
Errors and the Corporation, It was at the 
hour of supper, 6 o’clock, when the inmates 
of the house, decently clad in tow cleth 
jacket and trowsers, and clean linen, and 
with faces glowing with health and comfort, 
were se.ted at the tabl-, spread with plates 


coffee for each. The fare is abundant, and 
substantially good and wholesome, as was 
found by tasting of it. 

lhe boys, about 60, are employed in 
learning shoemaking, and other handicrafis ; 
as also in assisting the workmen in carrying 
up the new projected stone building, 150 
feet in length by 30 feet in depth, to con- 
tain workshops, school room, refectory, and 
do mitories for each boy separate. 

Nhe girls, about a dozen, make, mend 
and wash the clothing, and learn to braid 
grass for Leghorn bonnets, of which some 
very delicate specimens were exhibited. 

In connexion with the discipline of the 
house, the youths are instrucied alter the 
monitorial system, and taught to read, write 
and cipher, by a competent master. . The 
hoys and girls are kept «distinct from each 
ther. Divine service is performed every 
Sunday by a regular clegyman. A por- 
tion of Scripture is read every day, and in 
the morning, the superintendent, Mr. Car- 
tis, reada aloud one of Sterne’s beautiful 
Reflections, appropriate to the day, which 
captivates the attention, expands the mind, 
ind meliorates the hearts of the juvenile of- 





fenders. Thus moral instruction goes hand 
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
